The difference between the reference and 
herein claimed invention is in terms of generic description of the compounds and 
composition. In herein, there are numerous definitions for numerous substituents, as 
against subgenus in the reference. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to choose species from the prior art subgenus with the reasonable 
expectation of obtaining additional compounds and compositions. The instant claimed 
compounds and composition would have therefor been suggested to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. 

Claims 50-58 are drawn to method of using the compounds in treating various 
diseases associated with inhibition of the coagulation cascade. The reference, in 
column 1 , lines 21-25, teaches that the compounds possess the property of inhibition of 
the coagulation cascade. It would have been prima facie obvious to the skilled artisan at 
the time the invention was made to obtain compounds within the generic structure of the 
reference, with the reasonable expectation of achieving a pharmaceutical composition 
for treating various diseases as claimed herein, because, structurally similar compounds 
would be expected to exhibit similar properties. In re Lemin, 141 USPQ 814(1964). The 
instantly claimed methods would therefor have been suggested to the skilled artisan.
